BABY CLINIC 


Was a Decided Success from Point 
of Members ana Health of 
Babies in General 


37 BREAST FED BABIES ATTEND 


Many From Out of Tcwn— Dr. E. D. 


Andersen's Recommendations 
and Findings Given 


The baby clinic held Wednesday. 
July 28, was a decided success, both 
from the point of numbers and health 
of the babies in general. 
There were 66 babies examined of 
which 37 were breast fed. 16 bottle 
fed and 13 just below school age. 
Many ‘of these were out of town 
babies and the specialist. Dr. E. D. 
Andersen, claimed the average baby 
at the clinic “Were as fine specimens 
as one could hope to have.” 
His only real criticism was that too 
large a percentage had been fed on 
the bottle. 
Too many had stopped breast feed­ 
ing too soon. 
This should be done 
only in very unusual cases >ind then 
only under a physicians direcjion. 
AII had clear skins. 
A few had 
‘ileal rash due to the use of flannels. 
Tilt) specialist asked tin* mother if 
she would feel comfortable with wool 
such as the baby wore and pointed 
out to her that the rash the baby had 
was flue to this cause. 
This met with the approval of the 
mother as the only reason that the 
babies wore the wool is because it Is 
a custom handed down from one gen­ 
eration to the next. 
There are plenty of warm. soft m a­ 
terials that a baby can wear and not 
be irritated with wool. 
We know babies' skin is much fin­ 
er titan adults and very few adults 
ta u wear wool with comfort.
